Geneva won its independence | 
during the Reformation. John 
Calvin visited there and was per- 
suaded to remain. He was an 
austere man, often harsh. But he 
must be seen in the context of 
his times. 


Calvin, in 1559, established a 
university. The city came to be| 
to Protestantism what Rome was | 
to Catholicsm. It became a place 
of refuge for the persecuted from 
Italy, England and France. It 
quickly acquired a cosmopolitan 
climate.

Israel, Lebanon, Kuwait 
and the United Arab Republic 
were among the interested coun- 
tries informed in advance. 


Cairo radio and newspapers 
have denounced the move as an 
imperialist machinatibn against 
Arab nationalism. The Syrian 
region of the U.A.R. borders on 
Iraq. Cairo propaganda has char- 
acterized Iraq as virtually a Com- 
munist puppet state since Jan. 1. 


Thus the arming of Iraq may 
hamper the rapprochement the 
West is seeking with the U.A.R. 


The British decision was in re- 
sponse to an Iraqi request for 
arms sufficient to re-equip and 
modernize the bulk of her armed 
forces. Premier Abdel Karim 
Kassem of Iraq reportedly wants 
to buy the arms over a period of 
three years.

Ike Urges © 
Aid Bank 
For Latins 


Asks $450 Million 


For Ailing Lands 


WASHINGTON (#— President 
Eisenhower urged U.S. investment 
of 450 million dollars in a special 
new inter-American bank that 
would help south-of-the-border na- 
tions overcome poverty. 


At the same time, a House sub- 
committee Monday recommended 
a gradual cutback in arms aid to 
Latin America. The group said 


such arms had been misused on 
occasion, causing deep _ resent- 
ment against the United States 
among many Latin-Americans. 


The twin developments under- 
scored increasing U. S. attention 
to the problems of Latin America, 
where there have been signs re- 
cently of Communist efforts to 
feed on economic troubles, 


Eisenhower sent Congress a spe- 
cial message asking approval of 
U. S. participation in a proposed 
billion-dollar bank that would 
make development loans to na- 
ions in this hemisphere. U. S. par- 
ticipation would be ‘‘a most sig- 
nificant step,” he said. 


The plan for such a hemispher- 
ic lending agency was put forward 
by representatives of the 21 Amer- 
ican republics at a meeting here 
in January. 


The United States would furnish 
450 million dollars of the bank’s 
capital, The remaining 550 million 
would come from the Latin-Amer- 
ican states. The capital would be 
provided over about three years. 


There have been complaints 
from Latin America in the past 
that the United States has paid too 
little heed to its neighbor nations 
while handing out billions to jack 
up the economies of countries 
considered closer to the cold war 
firing line. 

First reaction to Eisenhower's 
proposal was favorable on Capitol 
Hill. 

In its report, the House Foreign 
Affairs subcommittee said all mil- 
itary aid grants to Latin America 
eventually should be halted. It 
suggested the countries to the 
south then be allowed to buy what- 
ever arms they need for hemi- 
spheric defense. 


Military grants to Latin Amer- 
ica since World War II have to- 
taled 470 million dollars, the sub- 
committee said, with another 964 
million being asked for the new 
fiscal year starting July 1. 


In returning the bill to the Gen- 
eral Assembly, the governor 
called on the lawmakers to re- 
peal a law, on the books for 
years, giving the courts discre- 
tionary power to order certain of- 
fenders lashed at the whipping 
post.

Geneva Is Prelude 


, 


To Future ‘Summit’ 


»' As a preliminary to any discussion of 
the important Geneva meeting of the 
Big Four foreign ministers, it must be 
admitted that the program is subject to 
change without notice. This is because 
the Russians are unpredictable. They 
opened with a demand that the East 
Germans be seated at Geneva. 

In the initia] confusion, James Reston, 
New York Times reporter, said wisely that 
Andrei Gromyko had come to Geneva to 
make it possible for Khrushchey to sit 
down beside Dwight D. Eisenhower at a 
summit conference. Therefore, he wrote, 
he did not think Gromyko would break 
up the conference with a demand that 
the East Germans be allowed to sit be- 
side him. 

Resolving the controversy was some- 
thing of a diplomatic.triumph for Sec- 
retary of State Herter. Some months ago 
the United States said it would be willing 
to have the East Germans present as ad- 
visers or observers. We said the same of 
the West Germans. Nothing really has 
changed. 

They both will be present. They 
should be. They are essential in the set- 
tlement of Europe’s problems. 

Certainly the world hopes the talks 
will be successful. The specter of nu- 
clear destruction is too real to think 
otherwise. Mankind will await anxious- 
ly evidence that enough progress can be 
made to justify additional negotiations 
at a summit meeting. 

The West, of course, cannot accept the 
Communist package for settlement of 
the European problem. Moscow: has re- 
pudiated most of the agreements of the 
earlier Geneva summit meeting with new 
and sweeping demands. 

Khrushchev now calls for a German 
peace treaty based on partition into two 
states, a “free city” of West Berlin 
“suaranteed” by Moscow and East Ger- 
many and a “neutralized” West Germany. 
The package also calls for withdrawal of 
all armed forces to within their national 
borders, which would liquidate U.S. bases 
abroad and leave the Soviet Union in 
command of Europe. 

Moscow’s demand that a denuclear- 
ized zone be established in Europe would 
leave the Soviet Union as the only nu- 
clear power on the continent. 

How far Khrushchev is prepared to 
go will unfold in the next few days. The 
“Spirit of Geneva” which existed four 
years ago has been replaced by saber 
rattling and threats of nuclear destruc- 
tion of the West. 

Secretary of State Herter warned the 
nation not to expect much to come from 
this meeting. Khrushchev obviously in- 
tends to force the West to meet him at 
a summit conference. This being the 
case, the present meeting is only a skir- 
mish.

Recent developments in the Fulton 
County investigation into state govern- 
ment emphasize the need for good will 
and cooperation between Special Investi- 
gator Cadenhead and State Auditor 
Thrasher.

Publicity Is Deterrent 
And a Spur to Youth 


In fairness to the 97 per cent of boys 
and girls who know how to behave them- 
selves and do so, the public is entitled 
to know the identity of the 3 per cent 
who indulge in crime.

More State Troopers 
Needed on Highways 


Gov. Vandiver, reacting swiftly to a 
horrible weekend of carnage on Georgia 
highways, has ordered a stepped-up pro- 
gram of enforcement. 

He made it clear that the adminis- 
tration has no intention of economizing 
with human lives in effecting economies 
in government. 

Under the new arrangement, troopers 
will work two additional hours per day. 
That means a 10-hour day on weekdays 
and 12 hours on weekends. 

This is, of course, a move in the right 
direction. The mere presence of a patrol 
car on a stretch of highway has a de- 
terrent effect upon speeding and other 
forms of recklessness. 

But in the long run the state will 
have to face up to the fact that a greater 
degree of efficiency can be obtained 
through the employment of additional 
patrolmen than by stretching the hours 
of duty of present personnel so far, es- 
pecially on weekends. 

Such an investment in manpower is 
more than justified as a means of stem- 
ming the senseless loss of lives on the 
highway, to say nothing of the property 
damage involved. 
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Soviet Census Reflects 
Industrial Movement 


Moscow has announced the results of 
Russia’s first census in 20 years. (The 
United States makes a count every 10 
years.) There now are 208,800,000 per- 
sons in the Soviet Union. 

The report revealed, too, that in Rus- 
sia as in the rest of the world the shift 
goes from farm to city. In 20 years the 
urban population increased 32 per cent. 

The most dramatic and meaningful 
revelation is the population shift to the 
eastern areas of the vast Soviet territory. 
The national increase was 9.5 per cent. 
But the population of the Soviet Far East 
was up 70 per cent; that of Western Si- 
beria by 24 per cent; Eastern Siberia 34 
per cent and the Urals by 32 per cent. 

No nation in modern times has lost 
so many people in war as have the Rus- 
sians. This is revealed by their statistics. 
In 1939 52 per cent of the population was 
female and 48 per cent male. Today 
women make up 55 per cent and men 45.

Several Atlanta newsmen have 
been subpoenaed as witnesses for 
the defense in the trial Tuesday 
of tractor dealer H. Candler Jones 
on a charge of embracery. 


Defense subpoenaes have gone 
out to at least six reporters of 
The Constitution and The Journal 
and at least one newspaper pho- 
tographer is under subpoena by 
the state. 


The trial is scheduled to be 
called at 9:30 a.m. Tuesday be- 
fore Judge E. E. Andrews in Ful- 
ton Superior Court. 


The embracery charge—which 
carries a possible prison term of 
one to four years on conviction— 
involves Jones’ alleged offer of 
money to the then grand jury 
foreman, Edward W. Westlake, 
at a time when the jury was 
probing Jones’ business dealings 
with the state. 


The indictment charges Jones 
offered the money to Westlake in 
an attempt to “corruptly influ- 
ence”’ him to his side at a time 
when the jury was considering 
an indictment against Jones and 
former State Parks Director J. W. 
Brinson Jr. for cheating and 
swindling. 


The jury subsequently indicted 
Jones and Brinson on six counts of 
cheating and swindling the state 
in connection with the purchase 
of equipment from firms operated 
by Jones. 


Special investigators, along with 
reporters and a television camera- 
man, observed Jones leave a pack- 
age in a Mitchell street telephone 
booth for Westlake. Westlake re- 
ported it contained $2,500 in cash. 


Special Prosecutor Paul Caden- 
head said testimony in the case 
may develop “‘many surprises.” 


Just what defense Jones will 
offer has not been made known. 
Defense attorney John Westmore- 
land Sr. has declined to discuss 
the case with newsmen before it 
comes to trial.

Dies at 90;

HENDERSONVILLE, N. C. 
(UPI)—Samuel M. Williams, for- 
mer private secretary to the late 
Joseph Pulitzer, publisher of the 
New York World an St. Louis 
Post Dispatch, died Monday in a 
hospital here after a long period 
of declining health.

Intestinal Cancer 


Symptoms Listed 


Cancer frequently develops in 
the intestines. 


First, let us take the small in- 
testine. When a cancer starts in 
any part of it, the effect is to 
obstruct the passage of material. 


It may be some time before the 
person becomes aware of a dis- 
comfort at some point in the 
abdomen. There may also be 
nausea and a disinclination to 
eat. These latter signs occur 
rather early if the trouble is high 
in the small intestine and later if 
it is in the lower part. 


Another sign not too often 
seen in small intestinal cancer 
is bleeding from the rectum, 
the source of which is some- 
times obscure until the small 
intestinal cancer is discovered. 
Final and definite detection de- 
pends upon X-ray. 


In the colon it is. sometimes 
possible to discover thé growth 
by abdominal palpation; this 
means feeling with the fingers 
the various parts of the abdomen. 
That is, of course, when the pal- 
pation is done by fingers of an 
experienced doctor who makes 
this part of his general physical 
examination, and who knows how 
the abdominal organs should feel 
to the touch. 


Usually, but not always, signs 
come to the attention of the pa- 
tient himself. If the cancer is in 
the right side of the colon there 
may be discomfort around the 
appendix or up to the margin 
of the ribs. 

If a growth is undiscovered for 
some time, a cancer in the right 
side of the colon is very likely 
to cause am anemia. This should 
come to the attention of the pa- 
tient by the fact that he grad- 
ually begins to look pale. Weak- 
ness or fatigue usually results 
from the anemia. 


Cancer anywhere in the colon 
may also cause bleeding, which 
should be noticed in the stools. 
This is especially true if the 
eancer arises in what we call 
polypoid growths; those are 
growths which have the appear- 
ance of polyps or protuber- 
ances from the soft mucous 
lining of the colon. 


If the growth is in the trans- 
verse part of the colon, and even 
more so if it is in the left side 
of the colon, it is very probable 
that there will be signs of obstruc- 
tion. These signs are pain or a 
grumbling discomfort and a no- 
ticeable change in the character 
of the stools, often an unusual 
degree of either constipation or 
diahrroea or alternating hard 
and loose stools. 


It is certainly a fact that some 
of these symptoms may have no 
serious significance but those 
who love life, as most of us do, 
should have the reassurance that 
they are negligible. They are 
proved so only by the results of 
a complete examination.

A bit of free wheeling proved 
costly to the American team in 
the contest with the Italians for 
the world championship recently 
held in New York City. 


South, Mr. Stakgold of the 
American team, opened the bid- 
ding with a club and Belladonna 
in the West over-called with a dia- 
mond. North, Mr. Harmon, raised 
to two clubs. Avarelli offered a 
jump raise to four diamonds and 
Stakgold showed his five card 
major suit by bidding four spades. 
Harmon was, to an.extent, a victim 
of circumstances in his leap to 
six clubs. Inasmuch as diamonds 
have been bid to one side of him 
and jumped to four on the other 
side, his holding of three dia- 
monds made it reasonably sure 
that. partner did not have any of 
that suit but certainly, at most, 
only one. The slam, therefore, 
appeared to be a reasonable 
chance. 


Ironically even though the heart 
suit was not opened, there was no 
way for declarer to get rid of his 
heart losers and he wound up tak- 
ing only 11 tricks. 


In the other room the Romans 
have a specially devised bid which 
they put into use to describe a 
hand containing a long club suit 
with another suit on the side. 


South’s bid of two clubs de- 
scribes such a holding. North's 
two diamond bid is a_ time- 
marking device which the Romans 
employ and does not make any 
commitments as to the hand. 
South then bid two spades to show 
a second suit and North marked 
time again with a bid of two no 
trump. South rebid his spades to 
show a five-card suit for up to this 
point his bidding might have in- 
dicated a holding of five or six 
clubs and only four spades. At 
this point North raised to game 
in spades, a contract which was 
fulfilled in routine manner. 


A net gain of 750 points to the 
Italians yielded 7 I. M. P.’s.

Gossypium in Yard 
Ought To Look Pretty 


Well, since my gossypium is coming up where I planted it along 
the fence and by the mail box, I will confess all. You see, as I was 
busy planting it several of my neighbors wanted to know what I 
was planting. 

“Gossypium,” I nonchalently answered. 

“Oh, yes,” they would say hesitantly. “Real pretty plant— 
ought to look pretty there.” 


Well, it is a pretty plant, especially to Georgia cotton farmer, 
because that’s what it is—cotion. The gossypium I was planting is 
gossypium hirsutum, or upland cotton, as versus gossypium barba- 
dense, or Sea Island cotton.

And before I'll plew it up or chop it down, Mr. Benson’s boys 
are going to have to measure the acreage for me, That'll be the 
day. 


But if any of you city dwelling folks from Yankee country have 
never seen any cotton growing, come on out. I'll show you some. 
Knee-high by the Fourth of July.
